There is nothing that responds more readily 
to gc_J cultivation and soil than beans. We 
advise fall plowing to insure best results. Ihe 
land that is best adapted to beans is medium 


rich, well drained loam, which has been ferti- 
lized for a previous crop. As the plant is sen- 
sitive to both cold and wet, they should not be 
planted until the ground has become dry and 
warm. While the largest returns are obtained 
from planting in drills from two to three feet 
apart, good results may be had from planting in 
hills two feet apart each way. It is not neces- 
sary to give the bean crop deep cultivation. If 
the ground is kept clean up til the time of blos- 
soming, and the season favorable, success is sure. 
It is detrimental to the crop to cultivate after 
beans begin to set, as it will cause them to blast 


and injure the crop to a large extent.

Culture for Mangel and Stock Beets. 


The same culture of table beets applies to the mangel and stock beets, but they should be planted 
farther apart from row to row in order to admit of the horse cultivator. We cannot too strongly recom- 
mend mangels and sugar beets for feeding cattle, sheep and swine. ‘The roots grow to a much larger size 
than turnips, making a much larger yield. ‘They are also more nutritious and fattening for food during 
winter, largely increasing the yield of milk in cows. Sow the seed in rows two and a half or three feet 
apart at the rate of six to ten pounds to the acre. When the plants are two or three inches high, thin or 
cut out with the hoe to ten or twelve inches apart. ‘The roots should be harvested before frost and stored 
in pits or the cellar the same as table beets.

The carrot should be extensively used, both for 
culinary and stock feeding. The vegetable is whole- 
some and nutritious. It is especially valuable for feed- 
ing horses and milch cows. The early varieties are 
used exclusively for the table, while the Half Long and 
Long Yellow varieties are used mostly for horses. The 
Mammoth White and Belgium varieties are used almost 
exclusively for cattle. A rich, sandy loam we consider 
the best soil for carrots, although any good land, if 
deeply worked, will produce a satisfactory crop.

Mushrooms 


Mushrooms can be grown in any dark room or cellar, where the 
temperature can be maintained at 50 degrees to 60 degrees. Fromold 
pasture procure the soil and store it away. To one bushel of this soil 
add two bushels of fresh horse manure. Of this well mixed compound 
prepare a bed, say four feet wide. Put down a thin layer and pound it 
down hard, and go on until you have a bed eight inches thick. It will 
soon become quite hot but let the heat recede until it is only 85 or 90 
degrees. Then make holes, say a foot apart, and put in the spawn, two 
or three pieces as large as a walnut in each hole. Cover the holes and 
press the soil solid and smooth. Let the bed remain in this condition 
about twelve days; then cover it with two inches of fresh loam, and over 
this place four or five inches of hay or straw, and the work is done. 
If the temperature is right, in six or eight weeks you may expect Mush- 


rooms. The bed will 


continue bearing from 


twenty to thirty days. 
After the first crop is 
gathered, spread over the 
bed an inch of fresh soil, 
moisten with warm water, 
and cover with hay as be- 
fore. Success is not 
always certain with the 
amateur, and is usually to 
be attained only after 
more or less experience. 
One pound of spawn is 
enough for a bed 3 x 6 


feet.

CULTIVATION. To insure success 
the land must be thoroughly cultivated 
and free from weeds. Soil of clay loam 
should be plowed and cultivated deep, 
while light, sandy soil should have shallow 
cultivation so as to secure a compact firm 


seed bed. 


SUITABLE SOIL. Sandy or gravelly soil with a porous sub-soil which will permit the penetration of the root is 


considered generally to be the most suitable soil for Alfalfa. 
hillsides. An impenetrable hard-pan sub-soil is very undesirable. 


Avoid low, cold, wet lands; also high, wet lands such as seepy 


TIME OF SEEDING. May and June seeding seem to give the best general results although successful seeding in 
July, even up to August Ist, has been accomplished. Sow from 15 to 20 lbs. to the acre broadcast, followed by very light 
discing or harrowing, or both, as the conditions may demand, on well prepared loam soil. On light, sandy soil, which is apt to 


drift or dry out quickly, the seed sowed should be imbedded to a greater depth. 


QUALITY OF SEED. We most strongly urge the sowing of northern grown American seed of the best quality 


obtainable. It costs a little more to seed per acre but it is worth much more. 


We do not favor a nurse crop, but if a nurse crop is used do not sow but one-half to two-thirds as much seed. For 
further information write to Michigan Agricultural College, East Lansing, Michigan, for Bulletin No. 225.
